The Criminal Sessions opened

When. the spot was visited, the 
Indian was found ‘lying on, his

outstretched. His turban wa! 
lying two or, three yards away, 
unwrapped. His truncheon’ was 
in his pocket, and his revolver in 
his. holster, which, was buttoned 
up.” He was still alive, but when 
he was taken to the Police’ Sta- 
tion he wag examined by Inspector, 
Spear, who found life was. ex: 
tinct. 

The defendant had senaa that 
the Indian asked him if he. had 
seon the Inspector and when he 
replied in the negative, the Indian 
said “Then why the devil haven't 
you?” . That started a row which 
resulted in the shot being fired. 
The bullet entered the Indian's 
left side,,and; pursuing a slight 
upward tendency, lodged in -_ 
right hip. 2 

Continuing, Mr. Hazlerlgg sald 
the defendant,’ who was still at 
large ‘then, explained to an inter- 
preter that the Indian’ struck hi, 
after. asking him whether he had

FIELD,

“EXPERT'S REPORT. |_ 


Any popular itlusions“ that msy 
extat” us to the niineral ‘wealth of + 
Malaya, ‘apart from tin, are says 
the Telegraph Singapore , corres: 
pondent). effectively dispelled by a 
geological expert employed by the 
F.MS, Government in an interest- 
ing article contributed to the |: 
journal Of the local. branch of the 
Royal Astatic Society, fn the course 
of which he enumerates some two 
hundred minerals, jonly one or two 
of which occur in sufficient quan- 
tities to be of commercial value. 
Indeed, considering the vast coal 
and ail’ resources of Sumatra, nnd 
the oi] wells in Borneo, this eovt' 
try does not seem to have its fair 
share of the. minerals-of the Archi- 
pelago, although that is perhaps 
an ungrateful remark, in view of 
the’ fact that. the fine roads and 
railways in the Federated States 
were made’ possible by the revenue 
derived from,tin in, the days before 
rubber. was thought of. 

There is one. coalfield in ‘the 
Peninsula, and the cutput is ‘shout 
300,000 tons: per-annum, but the 
very profitable monopoly held hy 
the ‘Malayan Collieries Company 
would.bé seriously threatened if 


the fields’ in Sumatra and Borneo 


were-to be exploited to any extent, 
the latter coal being of a much 
superior quality, but transport: nas 
hitherto been the great’ difficulty.

The Fihanee Committee of the
